In response to the Election of Species Requirement dated August 28, 2003, Applicants 
elect Species I (optical head device), which is directed to claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 12, 14, 15, and 18, 
and light receiving/emitting device subspecies 1, which is directed to claims 3 and 16. Further, 
Applicants provisionally elect photodetector subspecies 1 directed to claims 9 and 21. However, 
Applicants submit that claims 9 and 21 are generic, and read on photodetector species 2-13 as 
well. Therefore, the foregoing election is made with traverse. 

Claims 9 and 21 similarly recite said light detecting means for receiving said reflected 
light beam includes at least one set of light receiving sections, obtained on splitting, and wherein 
at least one of tracking error signals, address signals and clock signals is obtained by a push-pull 
method using said light receiving sections. Each of the alleged photodetector species 1-13 
identified by the Examiner includes at least every element recited in claims 9 and 21. Therefore, 
Applicants submit that claims 9 and 21 are generic with respect to photodetector species 1-13. 
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An action on the merits of claims 1-3, 5, 6, 9, 12, 14-16, 18, and 21 and a Notice of 
Allowance thereof are respectfully requested. Applicants reserve the right to file divisional 
applications on the non-elected inventions recited in claims 4, 7, 8, 10, 11, 13, 17, 19, and 22-52.
